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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Examiner indicated that the newly proposed claims would most 
likely overcome the Roger reference. The Benzel et al. reference would most likely still read on claims 71-91 . It was 
discussed that further amending the claims to require that the guide engages the head of the screw in a way that 
causes rotation between the two components to stop and the guide has a portion that remains extended from the 
screw head and outside of the screw when the components are engaged would most likely overcome Benzel et al. 
reference. Further search and/or consideration will be required by the Examiner.
